A.  G.  Barret  was  elected  President  of  the  Louisville  Bar  Asso- 
ciation last  January. 

C.  C.  Batchelder  is  now  Delega,te  to  the  Non-Christian  tribes 
in  the  Philijjpine  Islands  as  the  representative  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  in  the  Philippines. 

R.  C.  Cabot  delivered  a  lecture  on  "Social  Service,"  March  9, 
before  the  School  for  Health  Officers  in  Massachusetts. 

C.  L.  Case  is  General  Manager  for  Norcross  Brothers  Com- 
pany at  Worcester,  Mass.

He  whites 
that  he  has  "sold  the  old  farm  and  now  has  a  house  by  the  sea 
at  Chatham,  where  the  same  old  rules  in  regard  to  '89  men  still 
apply." 

C.  E.  Curry  wrote  in  April:  "One  thing  I  am  quite  sure  of 
is  that  Germany,  or  at  least  Bavaria,  where  I  am  residing,  neither 
sought  nor  expected  the  present  war.  On  the  26th  of  July  we 
held  our  last  regatta  of  the  Munich  week  on  the  Ammer-see,  and 
among  those  who  attended  on  the  small  steamer  that  accompanied 
the  regatta  was  the  present  King  of  Bavaria.  During  the  whole 
race,  his  thoughts  were  entirely  concentrated  on  the  different 
groups  of  competing  boats,  and  it  was  not  until  the  regatta  was 
entirely  over,  on  our  way  back  across  the  lake,  that  I  ventured 
to  refer  to  the  trouble  then  brewing  between  Austria  and  Servia, 
upon  which  he  gave  me  to  understand  that  he  had  not  the  least 
apprehensions  about  the  misunderstanding  between  the  two 
countries.  Every  one  I  met  here  at  the  time  felt  the  same,  and 
I  mention  this  only  to  show  how  little  concerned  we  all  were 
about  the  future,  the  best  proof  that  we  had  neither  sought  nor 
expected  war." 

H.  H.  Darling  was  again  elected  Secretary  of  the  Harvard 
Alumni  Chorus.  He  put  in  much  hard  work  in  connection  with 
the  great  concert  given  in  Boston,  April  6,  by  the  Apollo  Club, 
the  Harvard  Glee  Club,  and  the  Alumni  Chorus. 

R.  N.  Durfee  has  been  elected  Director  of  First  National  Bank 
of  Fall  River  and  of  the  B.  ]\I.  C.  Durfee  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust 
Company;   also  Trustee  of  the  B.  M.  C.  Durfee  High  School. 


J.  Endicott  has  l)ocn  elected  a  Director  in  the  Merchants 
Baniv,  Detroit. 

F.  W.  Faxon  is  Vice-President  of  the  Boston  Book  Company 
(not  President,  as  stated  in  the  Class  Report). 

R.  E.  Forbes  has  been  elected  Bird  Warden  of  Milton. 

E.  W.  Grew  has  been  elected  a  Director  in  thr  Wel»stcr-.\tlas 
Natioiuil  Bunk,  Boston. 

P.  F.  Hall  is  Chairman  of  the  Town  Improvement  Committee 
of  tlie  Brookline  Education  Society. 

P.  M.  Lydig  has  cabled  from  Warsaw  that  he  has  joined  the 
Russian  Army  (May  23).  A  letter  from  him  in  the  New  York 
I'rcss,  dated  at  Petrograd,  May  5,  says:  ''After  careful  study  of 
the  field,  and  realizinp;  that  fairly  lonp;  credits  had  to  be  given, 
the  (lermans  hou^lit  lar^c  blocks  of  stock  in  a  numl)er  of  the 
leading  banks  in  liussia,  thus  making  certain  of  discounting  the 
notes  given  in  payment  for  goods  shipped. 

"Notes  usually  ran  for  two  and  three  months.  The  German- 
controlled  l)anks  discounted  these  notes  at  rates  from  2  to  8  per 
cent.     On  these  terms  Germany  was  able  to  dominate  the  field. 

"Now  Russia  wants  to  shake  off  this  German  trade  dominance, 
and  within  a  few  weeks  my  information  is  that  the  German 
holdings  of  Kussian  bank  stocks  will  puss  into  new  hands.  This 
is  the  .American  oi)i)ortunity.  Great  Britain  is  fully  awak»'  to 
it,  and  there  are  indications  that  her  diplomats  are  at  work. 
If  .\mericans  do  not  secure  adequate  banking  facilities  now  the 
chance  is  gone,  probal)ly  forever.  If  Americans  do  make  arrange- 
ments now  they  have  won  a  huge  prize. 

"I  hope  to  go  to  Poland  with  the  troops  within  a  few  days.  I 
hope  I  may  be  able  to  set  forth  conditions  th(>re  clearly  enough 
to  move  some  of  my  ])hilanthropic  countrymen  to  come  to  the 
assistance  of  that  suffering  land.  It  is  too  far  to  send  food  and 
clothing;  money  and  medical  supjilies  are  urgently  needed.  I 
am  sure  that  a  comjx'tent  conunittee  of  Americans  cun  be  fcjrmed 
here,  which,  under  government  supervision,  would  undertake  to 
see  to  the  distribution. 

"Life  here  and  in  Moscow  goes  on  pretty  much  as  usual,  (>xc(^pt 
for  the  fine-looking  troops  in  the  streets  and  the  scjuads  of  wounded 
soldiers  taking  the  air. 

"Nothing  has  shown  the  new  sjiirit  of  Russia  bett(>r  than  tin- 
way  the  girls  ami  matrons  of  all  ranks  of  society  have  volunteered 
for  Red  Cross  work,  both  in  the  trenches  and  in  the  hosjjituls. 
Private  houses  und  i)alaces  everywhere  are  turned  into  hospitals, 
and  every  one  who  holds  a  jiosition  of  importance  or  is  of  any 
standing  works  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  cau.sed  by  the  war. 

"The  result  of  the  inhibition  of  the  sale  of  vodka  is  a  tre- 
mendous acceleration  of  recruiting  and  a  great  decrease  in  crime."

W.  R.  Marsh  delivered  an  address  before  the  Church  Con- 
gress at  New  Haven,  November,  1914,  on  "The  Religious  Prob- 
lem in  School  and  College."

C.  H.  Moore  received  the  degree  of  Litt.D.  from  Colorado 
College  in  June,  1914. 

F.  E.  Parker  goes  to  Ottawa,  Canada,  on  July  1,  to  become 
associated  with  the  W.  C.  Edwards  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  the  develop- 
ment of  timber  and  manufacturing  properties.  His  daughter, 
Mary  B.  Parker,  is  to  be  married,  June  30,  to  Hubert  Stacy  Smith. 

W,  F.  Pillsbury  has  become  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Lovell 
&  Co.,  stock  Ijrokers,  Boston. 

G.  A.  Reisner  wrote  in  March  from  Des-el-Bersheh,  Mallaroi, 
that  he  has  just  returned  from  Kerma,  Dongola,  where  he  exca- 
vated 286  ancient  Nubian  graves  containing  sacrifices  human 
and  otherwise.  He  also  writes  as  to  present-day  conditions: 
"All  is  quiet  here  and  in  the  Sudan.  No  one  except  Europeans 
pay  much  attention  to  the  war.  The  crops  and  the  j^rice  of 
cotton  are  more  important."  In  May  lie  wrote:  "Have  worked 
in  Egypt  and  Sudan  since  June,  1914,  in  s])ite  of  war.  End  of 
August,  anxious  time.  Report  that  200,000  Turks  were  mobil- 
ized in  Palestine.  There  were  only  about  3,000  British  troops  in 
Egypt.  However  I  backed  the  British  and  sat  tight.  P]nd  of 
September  came  the  Indians,  and  it  was  a  relief  to  see  them 
marching  past  Shepheards.  Finally  the  Australians  arrived  and 
Avent  into  camp  about  a  mile  north  of  the  'Harvard  Camp,'  at 
the  Pyramids.  By  January,  the  land  was  so  full  of  trooi)s, 
Australians,  Indians,  and  Territorials,  that  General  Maxwell 
said:  'If  they  send  me  any  more,  I  shall  have  to  lengthen  the 
Suez  Canal.'  Feeling  quite  easy,  I  took  my  family  and  a  gang 
of  workmen  to  Kerma  (Sudan),  leaving  Cairo  January  27.  The 
Turks  made  their  big  attack  on  February  2-5,  and  were  easily 
beaten. 

"We  are  now  back  at  the  Pyramids.  The  Dardanelles  fighting 
is  on  and  the  ])lace  fdls  up  with  prisoners  and  wounded." 

M.  W.  Richardson  is  now  the  New  England  representative  of 
the  Life  Extension  Institute,  Inc.,  of  New  York,  an  organization 
for  the  supplying  to  employees  a  service  consisting  of  physical 


licaltli  examination  of  ciiiplovcos  and  reports,  the  Massachusetts 
legislature  having  alu dished  the  former  State  Board  of  Health, 
of  which  he  was  Secretary,  hut  he  continues  his  work  also  as  life 
insurance  company  examiner.
